I hereby declare: 

1 . I, Christopher J. Brokaw, am an Attomey authorized and having the capacity to 
represent Cisco Technology, Inc. before the United States Patent and Trademark Office for the 
above referenced patent application. I am declaring the following based on information obtained 
while acting in this capacity. 

2. The application names the following inventors (herein "named inventors"): Itzhak 
Pamafes, Shai Mohaban, Silvano Gai, and Dinesh Dutt. Two of the named inventors co- 
authored the Gai reference, namely Silvano Gai and Dinesh Dutt. 

3. I prepared a declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132, a copy of the patent application, 
a copy of the present pending claims, a copy of the Gai reference, and a letter explaining the 
declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132 (collectively the "prepared documentation") for Itzhak 
Pamafes.

Scanned 
images of the envelope of the prepared documentation mailed to Itzhak Pamafes and the return 
postcard are attached as Exhibit B. Attempts to reach Itzhak Pamafes by phone were 
unsuccessful, as the operator informed me that no one in Califomia has a phone number 
registered under the name Itzhak Pamafes. 

5. Copies of the prepared documentation, mailed to Itzhak Pamafes on March 29, 
2006, to the last addresses for Mr. Pamafes at which someone accepted mail on November 2, 
2005, were retumed to me. The phrase "MOVED NO FORWARD ON FILE" was written on 
the outside of the package. Scaimed images of the envelope of the prepared documentation 
mailed to Itzhak Pamafes and the return postcard are attached as Exhibit C, Attempts to reach 
Itzhak Pamafes by phone were unsuccessful, as the operator confirmed to me that no one in 
Califomia has a phone number registered imder the name Itzhak Pamafes and attempts to obtain 
a phone number for Itzhak Pamafes using Internet search tools were not successful.
